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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the crossbars placed around the 
central axis at several levels disposed over one another as claimed in claim 14 must be shown or 
the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the OfRce action to avoid abandonment of the apphcation. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended."

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 
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Paragraph [0002] should be changed from "[Description of the Prior Art]" to ~ 
Background of the Invention--. 

Paragraph [0009] should be changed from "[Objective of the Invention]" to —Summary 
of the Invention--. 

Paragraph [0019] should be changed from "[Examples]" to —Brief Description of the 
Drawings-. 

Between Paragraph [0024] and Paragraph [0025] —Detailed Description of the Invention- 
- should be inserted. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The absfract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that the absfract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the absfract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The absfract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the frill patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concems," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 9-16 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

Claims 9-16 depend from now canceled claim 1. The Examiner has noted that new claim 

8 appears to be substantially the same as claim 1 and therefore has examined claims 9-16 under 

the position that they depend from claim 8. 
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The Examiner also notes that claim 14 does not appear to be supported by the 
specification. Particularly, paragraph [0031] states "the blade bearings 7 of each of the blades 3 
are for this reason fastened to the crossbars 6 each at a different height." The Examiner believes 
this is stating the blades and not the crossbars are at different heights. Clarification is requested. 
The Examiner also wishes to point out that this feature is also not shown drawings in either the 
claimed form or the form stated in the specification, however since both the claim and the 
specification passage were in the original specification as filed correct to the figures, 
specification or the claims would not be considered new matter. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubUc use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 8, 9, 1 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hirai 
(6,379,1 15). Hirai discloses a wind turbine comprising one or more blades 5 being parallel to the 
vertical axis in a main bearing (5), said blades being connected via crossbars 3b, said blades 
being disposed freely rotatably in bearings, said blades comprising a symmetrical aerodynamic 
profile over their entire cross-section, said blades being orientable to the direction of the wind 
(W), and said rotor comprising a wind vane 1 1 to capture the direction of the wind. Hirai fiirther 
discloses the rotor comprises a primary control mechanism 10, which is controlled by said wind 
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vane and aligns said profiles of said blades along the wind direction at each point of their 
trajectory around the central vertical axis, said blades being disposed on said crossbars, said rotor 
comprises a secondary control mechanism (column 5, lines 32-43), which aligns the longitudinal 
axes of said profiles of said blades to the wind at each point of their trajectory around the central 
vertical axis so as to produce an optimum aerodynamic force depending on the rotation angle of 
the crossbars with respect to the wind vane and the rotation velocity of the crossbars, and said 
secondary control mechanism is subordinate to the first control mechanism. Hirai further 
discloses an anemometer and a position signal as the controllers and the blades are arrange 
concentrically on the central axis on cross bars 3 a and 3b which are on different levels fi-om each 
other. 

CONCLUSION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claim 10 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
